MEETING DEATH IN A DUEL. 


Life's Fitful Fever O’er, She Went to the 


Bottom of the Sea. 


A BIT OF WAR TIME HISTORY. 


A Talk With Captain John McIntosh Kell, 


of the Alabama, 


Bpecial to The Ccnstitution. 

Half mile south of Sunnyside, within’ forty feet 
of the track of the Atlanta divi+ion of the Central 
railroad, is a plain, one-story white house. This 
is the home of Captain John Mcintosh Kell, first 
lieutenant and executive officer of the famous 
confederate states steamer, Alabama. The high 
wooden fence that incloses the grounds arouud 
Captain Kell’s boure offers no indication of the 
paradise that is within. More than flowers, of 
which there is an abundance, more than the rare 
and beautiful curiosities with which the house is 
filled, there is within those grounds a family whose 

* father is a hero, whore mother isa sweetand gen 
tie lady, whose children are bright with health and 
happiness, and whose every day life isan exem, 
plification oi all that is best among human beings 

THE FAMILY. 

Captain Kell's family consists of himself, his wife 
and six children, two of whom are boys and four 
girls. Captain Kell is of tall and commanding ap- 
pearance; his face is deepiy bronzed: his eyes 
twinkle with good humor; his hair is dark and 
curly; his mustache isheavy, and his beard is long 
and pointed. In manner he is somewhat nervous. 
His voice, clear aud ringing, indicating that he wes 
born to command, can express in iis very tones the 
utmost kindness andthe most geniai hospitality 
Although most of hislife has been spent upon the 
Rea, where self-asser‘ion is absolutely a necessary 
qualification to success, Captain Kell is a very 
modest man, and shrinks from the public gaze, He 
is about sixty years of age, and yet he isas strong 
and as energeticas if he were but forty. A native 
Gaorgian, hailing from ‘‘the state of Liberty,’’ he 
isthe peer of any other man ever produced by the 
commonwealth. 

Mrs. Kell is adaughterof the late N. C. Monroe, 
himself one of the great Georgians. It may be 

very safely said thatthe match between Captain 
Kell and his wife was madein heaven. They are 

exacily fitted for each other, and I imagine that no 
other husband and wifeare more tenderly consid- 
erate of each other than they. The quiet, easy, 
unaffected hospitality of Mrs. Kell is a heritage, a 
priceless heritage from her ancestors. After con- 
verring with her foran hour, 1 was not surprised, 
when her children were presented, to find them 
possessed of the gentle and lovely characteristics 
of their mother. Captain Kell, the 
hero, has for a wife Mrs. 
Kell, the ‘heroine. While he was cruising in the 
Alabama, she did not hear from him fora year 
and fourdays. During that time, newspaper re- 
poris from northern sources had Captain Kell 
captured, drowned, hung asa ‘‘pirate,’’ suffering, 
in few words, allthe evils which it is possible for 
a human being to bear. Sadder still, she lost two 
of herchildren. Through it all she bore herself 
proudiy and well, supported, I am sure, by the 
thought that if her husband should lose his life, 
it wourd bein doing his duty to a cause as glori- 
ous es that for which Paoli, Washington, or any 
other unselfish patriot ever fought. Captain Kell 
had no knowledge of the death of his two children 
until justat the time the Alabama was preparing 
for her lest fight. His feelings may be imagined, 
they cennot be described. Mrs. Kell had no defi- 
uite information concerning her husband's 
fate uhtil she received 4 telegram 
from one of Captain Kell’s classmates at the naval 
academy. The telegram was as follows: *‘John is 
gafe. Alabama sunk off Cherbourg ”’ 


“sic W CAPTAIN KELL BECAME ASSOCIATED WITH ADMI- 
RaL SEMM&S. 


After I had persuaded Captain Kell into talking 
about the Alabama—he is much averse to being in- 
terviewed—I asked him how he became ecquainted 
with Admiral Semmes, 

“In this way,’’ he replied. ‘‘Ientered the United 
States naval academy in 18il, the year it wa® es- 
tablished, After my graduation, and while 1 was 
serving as passed midshipman on the Albany, I got 
into trouble, Ona cruisein the Albany tothe West 
Indies, I was ordered to call a Lieutenant, light h’s 
candle and inform him that it was time 
for his watch, I was willing enough 
of course, to obey the order to call the lieutenant, 
but I flauly refused to light his candle. Some of 
the other passed midshipmen also refused to light 
candles for the officers. 1 was ordered to report 
to the captain, Victor M. .Rando'ph, of 
Virginia. When I went into the captain's cabin he 
ecaidtome: ‘‘Whatisthis I hear, sir? Do you 
refuse to obey an order?’ I told him that! did 
not refuse to obey an order, but that | was not 
employed by the government to do menial duty, 
and that I would not do it. “I will break you, sir!"’ 
exclaimed the iratecaptain. ‘I will dismiss you 

from the navy!"’ ‘‘Very weli,’’ said I, *‘you can 
do as you please.’’ 1 was ordered below hatches, 
where | remained until we reached Pensacola. 

Semmes, who happened to be there at 

e time, volunteered to defend me againsi 
e charges preferred by Captain Randolph. Not 
ithstanding Semmers’s able defense, 1 was dis 
ised from the navy. The government however, 
m reinstated me. When the war between the 
tates began and Semmes was putin command of 
the Sumter, he made me his first lieutenant. After 
the Sumter was laid upat Gibraltar, I went, by 
Semmens's request, to the Alabama as first lienten. 
ant and executive officer.”’ 
NAVAL SERVICES PRECIOUS To THE WAR, 
“How lorg, captain, did youjserve in the U nited 
States navy before the war?’’ | asked. 
“About twenty years,”’ he replied. ‘During 
that time I wasia many cruise, and became ac- 
quainted wiih nearly every part of the world. 

Perhaps my most importart cruise was that with 

Commodore Perry's squadron to Japan. The 

Japanese were decidedly unwilling to permit us to 

land, but Commodore Perry informed the euthori- 

ties that we must be permitted (o land or they mus? 
fight. We landed. This expedition was the pre- 
liminary step te the present advantageous treaty of 
the United States with Japan.”’ 
OLD NAVAL OFFICERS, 

“Whom do you censider,’’ I inquired, ‘the best 
among the officers of the old United States navy?’ 
“Josiah Tatpall was the most per ect gentleman 
and sailor lever knew," was the prompt responce, 

“Nove, save those who were associated with him 

could fully appreciate his magnificent 
abilities as an officer and his unblemisbed 
character asagentieman. Raphael Semmes was one 
of the purestand best men | ever knew. let be said 
what may ae to his ‘piracy,’ and simflar nonsense.

I cornered Captain Kell on the front porch of bis 

house and said to him: 

‘‘Now, captain, tell me about the Alabama’s last 

fight.’’

merce of the United States from the seas, our ship 

waseadly in need ofrepairs, Such being the cese, 

Admiral Semmes determined to run into a Freneb 

port, dock ship. aud repair her. We anchored in 

the port cf Cherbourg a few minutes pas! noon, on 

the 11th of June, 1864. The next day, the admiral 

went on shore to obtain permission of the port 

admiral to dock the Alabama and repair her, The 

portadmirel faid that as all the docks at Une bourg 

were fOvernpment property, he coutd rotgrant the 

request until he could gain the emperor's coasent. 

The emperor was then at Biarritz, and = uld not be 

back in Paris for several days, \ibile we 

were awaiting the emperor’s return tv Paris, the 
Kearsege, which had been lying Flushing, 

steamed ta Cherbourg and took ber siation at 

breakwater, just outside the harbor. immediately 
after the Keesarge arrived, Admiral Semmes sent 
forme. ! went to his cabin. 

“Take a seat, Mr. Kell,” he said; ‘'I have sentfor 
you to discuss the adyisability of igniting the Kear- 
sage, As you know, the arrival «{ ..e Alabamast 
this port has been telegraphed ‘vo all paris of 
Europe. Within a few days, Cherbourg will be 
effectually blockaded by yankee cruisers. It is 
uncertain whether or not we shail be permitted to 
repair the Alabama here, and in the meantime, the 
deley is not to our advantege. I think we may 
whip the Kearsage, the two vessels beiug of weod 
aud carrying about the same uumber of men and 
guns. Besides, Mr, Kell, although the confederate 
government has ordered me to 
avoid engagements with the enemy's 
cruisers. lam tired of running from that dirty 
rag'’’ He referred to.the United States fiag flying 
at the peak of the Kearsage. 

“i fully agreed with Admiral Semmes. There 
are those who have censured him for engaging 
the Kearsage, but there was nothing else that 
could be done. The two vessels were both of wood, 
The Alabama had a crew of 14) men, all toid, ard 
and the Kearsage had 162. The Alabama mounted 
eight guns—one 8-inch, one rifled 100 pounder, and 
six 82-pounders. The Kearsage mounted seven 
guns—iwo ll-inch Dahlgrens, four 32-pounders,and 
a rifled 28-pounder. The bore of the shell guus of 
the Kearsage gave her an advantag:? of three inches 
in sizeofshellis. The crew of the Alabama were in 
splendid condition, and were anxious to fight. 
rhere were but two things that preveuted ourjwhip, 
ping the Kearsage: our powder, which had been 
exposed to all kinds of wea her for two years, 
was bad, and the commander of the Keartage, 
a southern man, by the way, resorted to a miser 

able trick to prevent injury to his vessel. He iron- 
plated her with heavy cable chains, and covered 
the armor with a thin sheeting of plauks to hide 
the decepuon. 

““Assoon as it was determined that we should 
fight the Kearsage, Admiral Sommes sent Captain 
Winslow, the commander of that vessel, a message 
to the effect that if he would wait outside until the 
Alabama could take on board a supply of coal, we 
would go out and fight him. 

“On Sunday, the 19th of June, we weighed 
anchor and steamed out to meet the Kearsage. The 
hills above Cherbourg were crowded with people 
from Paris—some came from distant parts of Eu- 
rope—to wituess the fight. A number of French 

pilot boats went out with us, asaiso dida French 
ironclade frigate, the Couronne, which went out 
to see thatthe neutrality of French waters was not 
violated. Another vessel, the English 
steam yacht, Deerhound, belonging to 
Mr. Lancaster, also went out with 
us. It was charged by the yankees that the 
Deerhound went outto assist us. This was untrue. 
Mr. Lancaster himself tuld me that on the day we 
stesmed out to engage the Kearsage, he wanted to 
go to church; but, when the question as to whether 
his party should go out to witness the fight or go to 
cauich was putto avote, his wifeand children 
outvoted him in favor of witnessing the fight. Thi: 
vessel afterwards rescued Admiral Semmes, myself. 
anda number of the Alabama’screw. The first in- 
timation I had that the Deerhound was anywhere 
near was after 1 had jumped into the water. I bad 
into the water. I heard some- 
body exclaim: “There is our first lieu- 
tenant,”’ and soon after I Was pulled into 
one of the Deerhound boats. Considering theig 

numerable lies told about ihe Alabams®, jt {» fein. 
nate that Admiral Semmes lived to write }%% ‘‘Ser~ 
vice Afloat.’ 

“When we discovered the “carsage, as we 
steamed out, Admiral Semmes ordered me to sead 
the crew aft. Mountinga gun-carriage, he ad: 
dressed the men for the second and las! time since 
the Alabama was putin commission. 1 quote his 
words literally: 

‘Officers and seamen of the Alabame! You have 
at length another opportunity of meeting the ene. 
my—the firstthat has been presented to you since 
you sank the Hatteras! In the meantime, you 
have been all over the world,and it is not too much 
to fay that you have destrcyed, and driven for pros 
tection under neutral flags,one-halfof the enemy's 
commerce, which, at the beginning of the war, cov 
ered every sea, This is an achievement of which 
you may well be proud; and a grateful country 
will not be unmindful of tt. The name of your 
ship has become a household word wherever civil- 
ization extends. Shali that name be tarnished by 
defeat? The thing is laipossible! Kemember that 
you are in the English channel, the theater of so 
much of the naya!l glory of our race, and that the 
eyes of all Europe are at this moment upen you. 
The flag that floats over you is that of a young re. 
public,who bids defiance to her enemies, whenever 
and wherever found. Show the world that you 
kuow how to upholdit! Go to your quarters.’ 

“The action between the Alabama and the 
Kearsage, which was in progress 
one hour and ten minutes, may 
be described in ten minutes. We began the fight 
when within about a mile of the Kearsage by open 
ing with solidshot, The two vessels rapidly ap- 
proached each other, and the remainder of the 
tight occurred ata distance of not more than 500 
yards. The vessels circied around each other as the 
fight progressed, in order to keep their broadsides 
towards each other. A few minutes after the fight 
began Admiral Semmes, who was standing on the 
horse block, said to me; ‘‘Mr. Kell, our shells strike 
the side of the enemy's ship, but they fa}l into the 
water. Try solid shot.’ This I did, but with no 
better effect. The hiddeu armor of the Kearsage 
prevented the Alabama's shot from doing serious 
damage, One shell from our 
inch gun was buried in the stern 
of the Kearsage, but poor powder 
aud a defective fuse prevented the shell’s explod- 
ing. If that shell had exploded, the K ea rsage 
instead of the Alabama would have gone to the 
bottom of the deep blue sea. Without boasting, I 
may say that no other crew ever fought as bravely 
as Gid that of the Alabama. My position was near 
theeightinchgun. An eleven-inch shell from the 
Koarsage entered a porthole and killed eight of 
the sixteen mien serving that gan. The men were 
cut all to pieces, and the deck was strewn with 
arms, legs, heads and shattered trunks. One of the 
mates nodded to me as if tosay, ‘Shall I clear the 
deck?’ I bowed my head and he picked up the

mangled remnants of bodies and threw them into 
Abe sea. The places of the dead men were instant- 


sage fired five sho's into us after they were hauled 
down. Captain Wiggiow tried to explain this ipfa- 
mous action by declaring that he could 
not ree that the cslors had been 
struck. Considering that we were within 
four hundfed yards of him atthe time, it is very 
singular that he did net see that our colors Were 


to believe him. When the Kearsage fired those 
last five shotsinto us, Isaid to the crew: “Stand 
to your quarters, men. If re must be sunk after 
our culors are down, W¢ will go to the bottom with 
every Map at his Host.’ Upon betring this oré¢r, 
every map #t0od silently at his post. As soou &s the 
"kK earenge ceased firing, I went over the decks and 
ordered every man to secure what be could to 
cling to and then to jump overboard. This order 
was issued to preventany of thecrew from being 
carried downin the vortex made by the sinking 
ship. But twomen went down withher. One was 
aman whohead deserted from a yankee vessel, 
and the other wes 4&4 Carpenter, who, 


poor fellow, could not swim. He jumped over 
board, but afterwards climbed back into the ship. 
In all the last sad and dangerous moments before 
the Alabama sank, there was no fear nor burry 
upou the part of the men. Everything was done 
quietly, asif the Crew were preparing for an ordi- 
nary ship inspection, The Alabama's vtal loss in 
the action was nine killed and twenty-one 
wounded. Ten others were drowned after the ship 
ee Semmes and I wereamong te last to 
leave the ship I stripped myself te my unner. 
clothes. and wasabout 10 puil off my boots, when 
a sailor stepprdup tome and said: ‘Lieutenant 
let me pull off your boots.’’ 1 yielded w his re- 
quest, and while examining the man, discovered 
inat be was one whom I had been compelled to 
punish a numberof times. Notwithstanding, he 
Was anxious o dome & favor, 

A number of incidents similar to this, occurring 
both io me and to Admiral Semmes, serve to show 
how devoted the sailors of the Alabama were to 
their ofticers. When Admiral Semmesand] jump 
ed into the water the ship was rapidly seitlinug. 
After swimming off a few yards I turned to see her 
godown, Asthe gallant vessel, the most beautiful 
i ever beheid, pluuged down to her grave, I had it 
ou my tongue to call to the men. 

o were siruggling in the water. to. give 
three Cheers for mer; but (he dead that were float 
iug sround me, and the deep sadness I felt at part- 
Ing with the nobie ship that had been my home so 
loug, deterred me. In all toe two years of the Ala- 
bama’s career, I was off the ship bul twenty two 
hours. Down she went, she that had never hada 
home within the country she so gallantly served 
She had beeu christened on the 
broad seas, and now she met her death and burial 
upon the same bosom that had quivered at the 
souud of the cheers uttered when spe was named. 
A fittingend. Nofoeman evertrod her deck as 
victor.’’ e 

AFTER INCIDENTS 

There wasa perceptible quiverin the captain's 
voice as he coucluded the account of the Alabama’s 
last fight. There wasa silence of a few moments, 
broken only by the exclamation of an enthusiastic 
fricpvd sitting nearme: “If that eight inch sheil 
had but exploded, whata difforent ta’e Captain 
Kelicould teli!’’ Asfaras I was concerned, I be- 
lieve Iuttered butaslogle senteace: ‘More, if 
you please.”’ 

‘*‘More?’’ said the captain, “‘Thnereis but little 
morte to tell.. Some taings cccurred whi.e 1 wesin 
the water that I can never forget 
Eugene Mafiit, one of the Alabama's galiant young 
ofticers, could not swim. He was supported by a 
life-preserved.

Lire 1n CHINA.—Human life is very cheap 
here. Distaste for prolonged existence in this 
world or the werid to come if essentially 
oriental, and in China this is pre-eminently 
the case. Young women are especially apt, 
in view of the unpleasantness of their lot, to 
take their own lives in a moment of discour 
agement. The busy world here takes no 
notice of the event, not even caring to kick 
the body into a decent grave lest responsibil- 
ity for the death should attach to any one so 
benevolent, for in China suspicion is conyic- 
tion, and circumstantial evidence conciusive 
proof. Often several girls will juin together 
with suicidal intent, and throw themselves 
jointly into the still-flowing river on some 
dark night. Last week a Chinese maid was 
scolded by her mistressin Hong Kong for 
some act of remissness, and growing despond- 
ent, she sought her room, took an overdose 
of opium, and passed out of this vale of tears, 
into what subsequent condition I know not. 

Down toward the southeast corner of the 
city walls, but outside of it, there is in Can- 
ton a sbort thoroughfare or lane, about fifty 
yards in length and from four te eight yards 
in breadth, into which I never dare to look 
when in that part of the city. Itis the Can- 
ton execution ground. . 

There is-no street leading directly to it, 
either from the city or from the river. It is 
touched on eVery side by the shops and 
houses of natives, foritis the heart of the 
southern suburb, where the people abound 
like swarming bees. The whole eastern side 
is bounded by a dead wall of brick about 
twelve feet high, while on the opposite side 
is a row Of workshops for the manufacture of 
the coarsest kind of unglazed earthenware. 
{ suppose there is no spot on earth where so 
many tragedies have been enacted as on this 
little spot of ground; and how any human 
being Can endure it to live in proximity to 
the place is more than I can understand, I 
suppose it is because by a merciful provision 
of nature the fear of death diminishes in ex- 
act ratio to its increasing frequency. Here 
it is so frequent that the people laugh at its 
approach, and instances of heroic death are 
the rule, rather thaa the exception. Thena- 
tional sensibilities seem to have been almost 


Here in one year, during the Taiping re- 
bellion, I am told that 60,000 heads were 
severed from as many bodies; and for a num- 
ber of years thereafter the average annual de- 
capitation rate was 1,500 persons. Think of 
it! Itseems as if the ground must be crim- 


innecent blood; and I half wonder that the 
stain has not passed through this tiny earth 
to redden the soil of America on the other 


side. 


While froma somewhat cursory examina- 
tion of the penal code of China, Iam led to 
believe that it aims at as high a state of 
public virtue and justice as that of most civ- 
ilized countries, 1 am compelled daily to 
shudder at the inhuman way in which the 
enforcement of the laws is conducted. The 
torture system preveils, not only in connec- 
tion with the punishment of convicted crim- 
ina!, but also as a means of forcivgan accused 
man to confess, whether he be guilty or not, 
and as a means of forcing a witness to give 
the evidence that it is suspected he has ia his 
possession, If I Were writing forsome pub- 
lications instead of a decent American news- 
paper, I might fill columns with revolting 
details such as any traveler may witness here, 
which would net only have the merit of 
truth, but would exceed in thrilling sensa- 
tionalism any of the fiction which finds its 
way into after-dark literature. 

‘Tie hardest feature ef it all is the unseem- 
ly haste with which criminals are husiled 
into eternity. About an hour before the su- 
preme penaity is to be administered, the 
doomed men are informed of their fate. 
They are then promptly escorted to the yamun 
of the governor (merely being allowed the 
privilege of a hearty meal), where the death- 
warrant is exhibited. Then they are pinioned 
and may be seenin the act of being trans 
ported to the execution ground in baskets 
carried between two ceolies. Their limbs 
are pinioned, and their arms tightly fastened 
behind their backs, being tied with a cord to 
their ankles. Atthe back of each criminal's 
neck is a stick, to which is attached a loug 
strip of paper, inscribed with the man’s 
name, age, crime, and fate. In some cases 
this paper is affixed to arrows which have 
been shot through the poor fellow’s ears, but 
for the sake of simplicity we wiil take the 
case of those who are granted the privilege 
of the most honorable form of capital pun- 
ishment. 

Besides the coolies who are currying the 
candidates for decapitation, the procession is 
made up simply of two magistrates, who 
march at the head, and take seats in front of 
a shop facing the execution ground to witness 
the final tragedy. 

The crimiuals are dumped out of the bas 

kets, placed upon the ground in a kneeling 
attitude, and ranged in a line: dr if there are 
a good many of them, in two or three lines. 
Che ligatures of the arms and legs throw the 
head back into an almost horizontal position. 
An assistant runs rapidly along the line, 
snatching away the tickets with which each 
man 1s marked, and bringing the head into 
the most effective position. In the great ma- 
jority of cases the victims display the ut- 
most stolidity it is said, which, to my mind 
only emphasizes the sadness of this barbarous 
picture. 
__ in less than a minute, it may be, from the 
time when the mournful band entered the 
yard the magistrates on their reserved benches 
will shout, *‘Pan!’’ (execute). And with the 
rapidity of an echo the dull, crashing blows 
of the headsman’s ax are heard falling along 
the line. I suppose these imperturbable 
heathen would claim that this way is not so 
barbarous’ as our custom of keeping a man 
in prison for months of anxious apprehen- 
10D, With only the gallows in view; but our 
system certainly gives the friends of an inno- 
cent convict the needed time in which to 
work fora reprieve, besides extending to the 
guilty ample time for purging his soul of the 
crime he has committed. 

Practice makes perfect, and these Cantonese 
execulloners are experts in their profession 
It is rare, indeed, thatit takesa second stroke 
to send the head rollling and tumbling in the 
gore that saturates the ground. In a quarter 
of an hour more fle bodies have been 
dumped into rude coffins and carried to the 
criminal burying und just outside the 
east gate.

Boston, April 5.—A special to the Herald from 
Halifax, received late last night, says the steamer 
Daniel Steinman struck about 10 o’clock Thursday 
night on Nead Rock shoals about two hundred 
yards distant from Sombre light, during a terriffic 
gale and a dense fog. She immediately backed off 
and next momentsiruck on Gardser shoal. An 
immense hole was knockedia her bottom. She 
speedily filledand withina few minuies went 
down. About midnight the mau at Sombre island 
ovsetved a boat meking for the shore and guided 
it with the help of torches around to Calm Cove. 
where the occupants, seven in number 
landed, They were five of the crew and two pas-~ 
serigers. After daylight broke, two persons could 
be made out clinging to the rigging of the sunken 
ship. A boat put out from the lighthouse and res-~ 
cued them from their perilous position. They

On the second day of July, 1863, young Watson 

was wounded and taken prisoner at the batile of 
Gettysburg. He was taken to Fort McHenry, near 
saltimore. and afterward to Delaware, where he 
effee ed his escape. He mede his way to New York 
where hesbipped on the bark Antelope, of New 
Bedford, a whaling vessel bound for Green 
land. He remained in the whaling 
region for two years and n 
half. and wes wrecked off the coast of Greenland 
in October, 1866. All of the crew were saved, and 
young Watson was canied to New Founland, om 
from there to Boston. During these years he hear 
notuing from his peopie inthe south,and for a 
neried of one year did not even hear from the 
United States atall. The first news of the close of 
the war was received in Greenland. 
From Boston he again took to the ocean, this tim 
on a merchaut schooner bound tor the James river 
for lumber. For twelve years—between 1566 and 
1878—Watson was @ tailorin the services of Ameri 
can and English vessels He visited every county 
on the globe except Switzerland, aud once had an 
adventure with ninese pirates.

* We print elsewhere the report of an inter- 
view between General Joho Bb. Gordon and 
Mr. Tilden. The substanceof what Mr, Til- 
den said to General Gordon with respect to 
his candidacy, he has already said to others. 
He is willing to make any sacrifice for the 
party, even to the extent of sacrificing his 
life. If it was necessary for the salvation of 
the party for bim to become a candidate, he 
would not hesitate; but, under the circum- 
stances, he is not a candidate, and couid not 
accept the nomination. 

This is perfectly well understood. Nobody 
wants Mr. Tilden to be a candidate for the 
nomination; nobody expects him to be a can- 
didate for the nomination; such an attitude 
on his part is neither necessary nor desirable. 
Everybody knows that Mr, Tilden cares 
nothing for the nomination, and that he does 
not regard the office of president as a prize 
to be contended for. It is well that 
this isso, forif Mr. Tilden was a candidate 
for the nomination; or if his attitude was 
that of a contestant, Ms availability as a can- 
didate would be open to question. But he is 
not a candidate, he is not anxious to become 
president, he antagonizes no candidate. As 
matters stand the consensus of democratic 
opinion has settled upon Mr. Tilden as the 
one man who can lead the party to victory. 

All this is well understood by democrais 
everywhere. The fact that Mr. Tilden is not 
a candidate will not prevent the democratic 
party from nominating him, and the fact that 
he has said he cannot accept the nomination 
under present circumstances will not stand 
in the way of his acceptance when 
the convention meets. Thisis a matter about 
which no democrat need give himself any 
concern. It will settle itself, If the interests 
of the democratic pariy demand the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Tilden,asin owr judgment they 
certainly do, he will undoubtedly be nomi- 
nated. if he isnominated he will accept, 
and if he accepts the nomination, he will 
undoubtedly sweep the country. So much 
for that, 

The point, however, to which we desire to 
call the attention of Mr. Henry Watterson and 
the men who insist upon weakening the 
democratic position by a hopeless crusade in 
favor of a measure that cannot become a law, 
is the fact that Mr. Tilden does not sympa- 
thize with any such movement. He is clearly 
of the opinion, ag he in- 
formed General Gordon, that the 
democratic party should have made its cam- 
paign this year wholly in favor of administra- 
tive reform and against the corrupt methods 
of republicanism. Mr. Tilden is an ardent 
tariff reformer, no doubt, but he expressed an 
entire dissent from the policy of making tar’ If 
reform an issue in the present campaign, see- 
ing that there can be no genuine tariff reform 
until the democratic party comes into power. 

Mr. Tilden’s attitude in this matter is not 
only reasonable—it is the only attitude that 
can be taken by those who desire to see the 
pariy succeed at the polls, Let us hope that 
Messrs. Watterson, Carlisle, Morrison and Mc- 
Donald will profit by Mr. Tilden’s utterances 

THE KEIF&R CASE. 

By right, as well as by precedent and cour- 
tesy, Mr. Keifer is the leader of the republi- 
cans of the house, and he has succeeded in 
making quite a reputation in that capacity. 
In January last he made charges of corrup- 
tion against General H YV. Boynton, the 
Washington correspondent of the Cincinnati 
Commercial Gazette. These charges were 
promptly denied by General Boynton, and 
a committee of investigation asked for. The 
committee was appointed, and was made up 
of three democrats and two republicans. Be- 
fore this committee Mr. Keifer appeared and 
made oath to the statements he had previous. 
ly made in the house, and sought to substan- 
tiate them by the evidence of several witne-:s 
es. Some of these witnesses were not exam- 
ined on account of their known bad charac. 
ter. But every witness that did testify 
in Keifer’s behalf had been either crimina!ly 
indicted or had served a term in the peniten- 
tiary. The witnesses produced by General 
Boynton were not and could not be impugn 
ed. Thereupon the committee unanimously 
agreed to a resolution in these words: ‘‘Re- 
solved, That the charges against H. JV. 
Boynton are not sustained by the evidence, 
and that there is no ground for action by the 
house,” 

Yet the charges that were not sustained 
were sworn to by Keifer, and the report of the 
comumitiee is simply 4 statement 
to the effect that he is not be. 
lieved on oath, The latest republican 
theory is that Keifer is a lunatic, but he 
simply seems to be only a little more onut- 
spoken than his party friends. His whole 
career is that of a representative republican. 


THE ANGLO-SGYPTIAN PROBLEM. 
The warmest admirers of Mr. Gladstone 


admit that there has been a painful want of 


decision and definiteness in dealing with the 
Soudan rebellion. While the English cabinet 
is not willing to let France or Turkey or any 
other country participate in the settlement 
of the troubles of Egypt, yet it is unwilling 
to establish a protectorate, or to give Ezypt a 
firm and stable government. The same cabi- 
net sent General Gordon at Khartoum where 
e would find only Egyptians, who are merely 


sheep when attacked by the Arabs, and yet 
it has left him to his fate, Osman Digna was 
defeated, but not annihilated, and the road 
to Berber remains closed. Indecision and de- 
lay have prevailed where the utmost energy 
and evidence of strength were needed. (ien- 
eral Gordon tried to go down the river; but 
when the Egyptians were attacked by the 
Arabs they threw down their arms and fied 
back tothe wallsof Khartoum. The fate of 
General Hicks, at El Obeid, may soon be the 
fate of General Gordon, at Khartoum. The 
intense heat isthe excuse for not sending 
troops up the Nile or across the desert from 
Suakim, but the British government has con- 
trol of Indian troops that can stand as much 
heat as can the Arabs. Altogether Mr. Glad- 
etone and his ministers have not satisfied the 


English people in this matter, and it will not 
be strange if they soon demandachange cf 
rulers. The mazsacre of General Gordon ant 
the Khartoum garrison would certain!y pre- 
cipitate either the resignation ofthe great 
premier or an appeal to the country, aud the 
latter would not be courted by the iibderals 
after a disaster at Khartoum. No doubt the

MR. TILDEN’s VIEWS. 
From the New York Tribune. 

A Tribune reporter called yesterday on General 
J. B. Gordon, formerly Uaited States senator frum 
Georgia, now president of the [aternational rai}- 
road and Steamship company; of Florida, at bis 
office in the Bryant building, to inquire about the 
truth of published reports of a visit recently 
paid by him to Samuel J. Tilden. General Gordon 
said: 

‘‘T saw an editorial note in this morning’s Worid 
but do not know its source.”’ 

The reporter thea showed the General a note in 
the Cleveland Herald, stating that he had called ou 
Mr. Tilden, who had expressly refused to allow the 
use of his name for president, but bad said that he 
thought Mr. Payne could be elected for three rea- 
sous: First, that he had been right on all the pub: 
lic questions that bad divided the couniry in the 
past twenty years; second, because his nomination 
would not frighten business men; and, lastly, be. 
cause he had the ability to conduct the canvass 
and the necessary Means for iegitimate expenses, 
General Gordon then said: 

“Itis in the main a truthful representation. Up 
to this time I should not have félt at liberty to talz 
at allin reference to any suggestions made by Mr. 
Tilden to me, although he did not enjoin conf- 
dence. I do not kuow how this report came to be 
made, It was certainly not through me, I fee; 
greater liberty to speak now, only because of the 
fact that Mr. Payne has been formally withdravn 
from the canvass by the emphatic stat. ment of his 
son, Colonel Payne. 

‘It is true that I did receatly call on Mr. Tilaen, 
whom I had not seen for some time. 1 Was rather 
gratified to find, too, in spite of reports, that his 
phy-ical strength was greater than I had antici- 
pated, although he is very feeble, I did uot, how- 
ever, find auy material change, so faras my ob- 
servation Went, in his physical condiitow, tince 
my las: visitto him several yeurs sgo Possibly 
his voice is somewhat weaker. Of one; thing, 
however, | was fully satisfied. That is that his 
mental vigor has not le:ssued, nor did I discover 
any abatement in the profennd 
interest he feels in public. l aff.irs 
introduced the cou versa ion _ With 
Mr. Tilden by telling him I had not cailed through 

uyidie curiosity or merely to pay my personal 
respec.s to him, however glad | was to do that; but 
that 1 bad called because of a very profound con- 
viction on my mind that he understood more thor- 
oughly then apy man in the democrajic party the 
necessity of makiug no mistake. either ia platiorm 
or candidate, for the coming campaign, and that 

isopirion would notoniy be very potential in 
shaping the policy of the party, but that, 
in. my judgment, the success of the 
party in the vanvass de pended largely upon having 
vot ouly his earnest co-operation, but the benefit 
also of his prudent counsel. I stated to him thatl 
thought I was eutitied to his confidence, aud beg 
ged him to consider my Visit as areal search after 
information that might b. of service to those of the 
democratic party in the touth who had been iua 
habit for years of looking to him asa safe and wise 
guide,”’ , 

General Gordon :emarked that his object was to 
put the conversation on so high a piane as to draw 
vut from Mr. Tilden his real convictions and wishes 


both as to himself and as to candidates and plat- 
form. Continuing, the general said: 


‘*l first asked air Tilden whether it would be 
possible for the party to induce him, notwithstand- 
ing bis physical condition, to undertake the 
campaign, if he should be tendered the nominas 
tion. scoupled this inquiry with ay expression 
of my earnesthone that sce would consent. He 
repiied, after some hesitation, that he did not 
think the party ought to ask him to make ihe 
sacrifice which he would be obliged to make of bis 
healin and possibly his life, buctthat he wouid be 
reacy to give botn if he believed it wasat all essen- 
tini for the wejfare of the c@untry. When 
he wasa candidate before, he said, he held in 
view, and should have in view now if it was possi- 
ble for him to be a candidate again, one and only 
oue great purpose, Which would be comprehended 
in the general term reform; that to ask him to un- 
dermke this reform which was equivalent to en 
listing for five years’ service, and that, too, ina 
cause in whicn he could not enlist without giving 
to it his whole time and thought, but for the suc- 
cess of which he could not hepe without a vast 
deal more of physical strength than he possessed. 
With various other explanatory remarks, he finally 
added with absolute emphasis and great Gecicion: 
‘No, | Canrot bea candidate, and would not ac- 
cept 1f the nomination were tendered me.’ I then 
said to to him: ‘lf thatis your decision and it is 
irreversibie, the next thing is for me to inquire 
what, in your judgment, ought to be the platform 
of the democratic party and who shouid be the 
nominee?’ 

‘‘It would require too much time to go over M,, 
Tiiden’s conversation, butit may be summed up 
in afew words. As to platform, he was clearly of 
the opinion that the party should have madeits 
campaign this year whoily one of an aggressive 
wariare upon the record ofthe party in power, 
in whicn Mr. Tilden inciuded all that 
had been charged against the recerd of the repub- 
jican party, especially that portion.which had been 
termed the corruptions. Without discussing at all 
the merits of the tariff issue, I understooa him 
(and I think I did not misundersiand him) toex- 
press an entire dissent from ihe policy of making 
that the issue in the campaign, I do 
not remember that Mr. Tiiden ex pressed 
any opinion asto what in his judgment was the 
true policy of the gover mentino reference to the 
question of tariff, the point under discussion be- 
tween us being confined wholly to the probability 
of success in the campaigu and not tothe merits 
of any special governmentai policies. Inext asked 
him for his opinion as to the avaiiability of 
candidates. His first remark. was tbat he 
Was a8 much atsea asl myseif was, and that he 
was afraid to advise the party for fear he might 
mislead them. To this | replied that it seemed 10 
mea duty he owed to the party to exoress freely 
an opinion, if he had one, on thatsubject. To this 
he replied that he would not hesitate to express an 
opinion if he had a well defined one 

‘In order to draw fhim out, 1 mentioned quite 
& number of names which had been suggested, 
upon all of which he commented freeiy. I cannot 
now ré¢ali the éxaci drifiof his conversation in 
this connection further thanto sive you the im- 
pression left upon my mind. His opinious evi- 
dently tendea to one point—the absolute 
necessity of carrying New York i 
the democratic party hoped for uc 
cess. Astowho could carry New York, he ex- 
pressed a good deal of doubt, mentioning Mr. 
Randall, Governor Cleveland, Mr. Flower, Senator 
Bayard and Mr. Payne. His general remark was 
that they were all good men and that any of them 
would be saiisfactory :ohim. But the sum and 
substancs of his talk convinced me that he was 
clearly of the opinion thatif Mr. Payne could be 
induced to accept the nomination, he 
would be the strongest candidate . the 
democracy could select. He was, however. very 
eu phatic in expressing the belief that Mr. Payne 
vould het consent torun. Bat he said that Mr. 
Payne's record in public life was so pure, that he 
comm«anoded so entirely the confidence of the busi- 
ness public, without which element the party could 
Dot Lupe for success, that, in his judgment. the 
senator-elect from Ohio could certainly carry New 
York and secure the triumph of the democratic 
party in the coming national election.’’

Lazy FARM, Ala., 1884. The sun has come 
out bright and warm, and we bail it with de- 
light since the recent heavy rains, and dark, 
gloomy days.

OLD TIMES. 


ARP TELLS HOW PEOPLE DID IN 
THOSE DAYS. 


Hs Pather’s Ledger—He Visits North Carolina and 
Takes a Look atthe Suburbs of Ohariotte— 
Comsiders the Tar Heels and Georgia 
Crackers, Etc,, Bte., Etc. 


These people up here in North Carolina 
are very mach like our people. I can’t tell the 
difference. Washingion Irving threw a lit- 
tle cloud over the state by writing his Rip 
Van, Winkle story and the oldtime geograph- 
ies dammed it with faint praise by saying 
her products were pitch tar and turpentine. 
Besides all this it wes a fact that 30 and 90 
years ago when a poor cadaverous, hungry 
looking family, came moving along 
through our state going west, and you asked 
them where they were from they generally 
said ‘from old Nerth Kalling’”’ and they 
didn’t know exactly wherethey were going, 
and wasent very particular about it. But 
they were types only of thescum of the pot 
and every state bad pretty much the same 
restless floating class of people and they were 
alwayson the move, going westwerd and 
hunting a new territory where there was 
more game and less civilization. The Caro- 
linians went to north Georgia and the Gecrs 
gians to Alabama and Mississippi, and when 
Texas was opened up that territory was 
thronged with the same class, and still later 
they wandered to California to dig gold and 
that isthe way anew country gets peopled. 
Daniel Boone and his class cut out the way to 
Kentucky in the same manner and as they 
made settlements the Baptist aud Methodist 
preachers followed along in their tracks and 
established their humble churches and alter 
while when the rude people began to get fixed 
up and there wasno danger of Indians or 
wild cats the Presbyterians came along and 
when the people began to accumulate a little 
money and to build up their towns and or- 
ganize courts and juries the Episcopalians 
sent out their missionaries and built up their 
churches and put a cross upon the steeples. 
The time used to be when folks had to run 
away for debt or go to jail and soa good many 
of the poorer classes of all the old southern 
states left their homes for parts unknown on 
this eccount, My father wasa merchani for 
forty-five years and the last time I looked over 
his old ledgers Isaw many a man’s account 
unsettled and balanced at the bottom with 
tbree Jarge letters G.T. T’ which I knew 
meant gone to Texas and I had an idea that 
there was many a defaulterand cattle thief 
out there roosting in those woods, in fact. it 
was generally believed that Texas had no 
otber kind of population and we Were sur- 
prised to learn afterwards that there were 
many good peuple there and enough intelli- 
gence to make good laws and a constitution 
and maintain order and good morals. We 
jearned one thing and that was that a man 
who run away for debt was not as a matter of 
course a bad man and hundreds of them who 
were bowed down at home became lifted up 
when they got beyond the reach of the jail or 
sheriff and they tooxk a new start and their 
sons became the leading men of the new 
country. I know aman who became goy- 
ernor of Texas, whose father’s name figured 
on my father's books as an abseonder for debt. 
Well, it was no crime then and less of a crime 
now to owe money and not be able to pay it. 
Itisa misfortune or an impradence and 
generally an evidence of bad management, 
butitis mo greatsin either against God or 
man. oe =: 

But it was in North Caroliaa just as it was 
in Georgia. The best people stayed at home 
and they and theirchi!ldren are at }ome now. 
The tar heels of North Carolina are no more 
a type of her popu'ation than the Georgia 
crackers are of Georgia. The truth 1s there 
are not many of either. I dont know any 
Georgia crackers. I never did know any to 
speak of and I dont Enow where they got 


such a notoriety. There used to be 
every Where 10 the new  settle- 
mentsa class of rough uneducated 
backwoods men who lived bard and had no 


luxuries and but few comforts and dident 

want any, but they had sense and courage 
and kind hearts and sympathy with one 

another. When a nabor got sick they nursed 

bim and when he died they dug a grave and 

buried himand that was the end of the chap- 
ter. As the scriptures say of Jared and Me- 
thusaleh and others, ‘‘and Jared lived to be 
800 vears old and he died.”’. Just so over the 

death of these humble men there was no tomb 
stone and no other epitaph or ebituary. He 

lived and he died and that 1s all. 

These people around Charlotte ought to be 
a good peopie and high toned and patriotic 
and they are. There are memories clustering 
around them that have left their impress 
upon the generation. They point with pride 

to the spot where the first declaration of inde- 

pendence was read, thirteen months before 

thatof 1776. Iam now penning these lines 
within afew yards of the place where the 

Mecklenburg declaration was read and passed 

with solemn acclamation aud this was like 

the firing the first rebellions gun of the revo- 

lution that resuited in securing the liberty of 

‘he states. North Carolina may have siept 

afier that, but she was not asleep then. She 

mav bave made a precarious living off of ber 

piny woods a half a century ago, but she has 

as many varied industries and agriculiura! 

prodacis now as any southern state and is fast 

taking a proud position ‘as & commonwealth. 

Saaoe old original thirteen states ought to be 

venerated. Yesterday I wandered through 

the old cemetery thatisin the heart of the 

city and kept in good preservation by this 

people. The old granite slabs andhead stones 
are almost black with age and decay, bui I 

was still able to decipher the rude inscriptions 

of a hundred years ago and was told that theie 
were graves, there & hundred and fifty years 
old. One of these ancient cities of the dead 

is a good place to go to and meditate once in 

a while and nobody ought to be afraid or re-

A Bishop Hunting tHe Tiarr.—The late 
excellent Bishop Heber, in his journal, has 
given anarrative of the mode in which a 
tiger hunt is conducted, full of picturesque 
elfect and striking from its minute detail: 
‘At Hulleanpoor, the young Raja Gour- 
man Singh mentioned, in the course of con- 
versation, that there wasa tiger in an ad- 
ining tope which had done a great deai of 
mischief; that he should have gone after it 
himself had he not been ill, and had he not 
aught it would bea fire diversion for Mr. 
Boulderson, the collector of the district, and 
me., i told him I was no spo:tsman, but Mr. 
Bouiderson’s eyes sparkled at the name of 
tiger, and he expressed great anxiety to beat 
up his quariers in the afiernoon. Under 
such circumstances I did not like to deprive 
him of his sport, as he would not leave me 
by myself, aud went, though with no inten- 
tion of being more than a spectator. Mr 
Boulderson, however, advised me to load my 
pistols for the sake of defeuse and lent me a 
very fine double barre! gun for the same pur- 
pose. Weset outa litue after three on our 
elephants, with a servant behind each bow- 
dah, carrying a large chatta, which however, 
was almost needless. The Raja, in spite of 
his fever, made his appearance too, saying 
that he could not bear to be left behind. A 


tended from our own camp and the neigh. 
boring villages, and the same sort of interest 
and delight was evidently excited’ which 
might oe produced in England by a great 
coursing party. The Raja was on a little 
female elephant, hardly bigger than the Dur- 
ham ox, aud almost as shaggy as a poodle. 
She was a native of the neighboring wood, 
where they are generally, though not always, 
of a smaller size, than those of Bengal and 
Chittagong. Hesatina low howdah, with 
two or three guiis ranged beside him ready 
for action. Mr. Boulderson had also a formid- 
able apparatus of muskets and fowling-pieces, 
projecting over his mohout’s head.

Quailsand wild fowl arose in great numbers, 
and beautiful antelopes were seen scudding 
away in all directions.” 

The bishop then describes the beating of 
the jungie, the rushing out of two curious 
animals of the elk kind, called the “mohr,”’ 
end the growing anxiety of all the people 
engaged in the hunt. He then proceeds 
thus: 

“At last the elephants.all drew up their 
trunks into the air, began to roar, and stamp 
violently with their fore-feet. The Raja’s 
little elephant turned snort round, and in 
spite Of all her mohout (herdriver) could say 
or do, took up her post, to the Rsja’s great 
annoyance, -ciose in the rear of Mr. Boulder, 
The other three (for one of my baggage 
eiephants had come out too, the monout 
theugh unarmed, not caring to miss the 
show) went on siowly, but boldly, with their 
trunks raised, their ears expanded, and their 
sagacious little eyes bent intently forward. 
‘Weareclose upon him,’ said Mr Bou!derson: 
‘fire where you see the long grass shake, if he 
rises before you.’ Justat that moment my 
elephant stamped ayain violently. ‘There, 
there,’ cried the mohout, ‘Il saw his head.’ A 
short roar, or rather loud grow! followed. 
and [ saw immediately before my elephant’s 
bead the motion of somelarge animal steal- 
ing through thegrass. I fired as directed, and 
a moment afier, seeing the motion still more 
plainly, fired the second barrel. Another 
short growl followed; the motion was imme 
diately quickened, and was soon lost in the 
more distant jungle. Mr. Bou!lderson said, 
‘I should not wonder if you hit him that last 
tyne; at any rate we shall drive him out of 
the cover, and then I will take care of him.’ 
In fact, at that moment the crowd of horse 
and foot spectators at the jungle side, began 
to run off in all directions. We went on to 
the place, but found it was a false alarm: 
and, in fact, we had seen all we were to see 
of him, and went twice more through the 
jungle in vain. 

‘| asked Mr. Boulderson on our return, 
whether tiger-hunting was generally of this 
kind, which I could not help comparing to 
tuat chrse of bubbles which enables us in 
England to pursue an otter. Ina jungle, he 
answered, it must always be pretty much the 
same, inasmuch as, except under very pecu- 
liar circumstances, or when a tiger felt him- 
seif severely wounded, and was roused to re- 
venge by despair, his aim was to remain con- 
cealed, and to make off as quietly as possible 
It was after he had broken cover, or when he 
found nimseif in a situation so as to be fairly 
at bay, thatthe serious part of the sport be- 
gan, in which case he attacked his enemies 
boldly, and always died fighting. He added, 
that the lion, though not so large or swift an 
animalasthe tiger, was generally stronger 
and more courageous. Those which have 
been killed in India, instead of running 
away when pursued througha jungle, seldom 
seem to think its cover necessary at all. 
When they see their enemies approaching, 
they spring out to meet them, open-mouthed, 
in the plain, like the boldest of all animals, 
a mastiftdog. They are thus generally shot { 
with very little trouble; but if they are 
missed, or only slightly wounded, they are 
truly formidableenemies. Lhough not swift, 
they leap with vast strength and violence;

WAS NAPOLEON’S FAMOUS MAR- 
SHAL A CITIZEN OF GEORGIA. 


The Career of Michael Rudolph in the American 
Revolution—His Trading Venture in Savan- 
nah—His Bxplo.e Under the Name of 
Ney in the French Army, 


A few days ago THe ConsTITUTION contain- 
ed an editorial paragraph in which the career 
of Marshal Ney was briefly reviewed, and the 
question of his alleged residence in this state 
touched upon. The paragraph excited con- 
siderable discussion, and one of the results is 


the following communication from a promi- 
nent South Carolinian, who has been inyvesti- 
gating the matter for several years: 

Earvy, 8. C.. April 3.—Editors Constitu- 
tion: Was Marshal Ney an American? 

From written and unwritten history we 
would infer that he was either a Virginian or 
Marylander by birth, and ,that he was for a 
period a citizen of Georgia. | 

Michael Radolph wasa captain in Lees 
legion during the last few years of the war of 
the revolution. Frequent and honorable 
mention is made of him by Colonel] Lee in 
his memoirs. Rudolph was spoken of in this 
command as the ‘‘boy captain,’’ and was only 
about 20 years old at the close of the war. 
It is evident, though, from Lee’s memoirs 
that he wasthe rising star of ‘the legion, and 
that he was putin front in all emergencies 
and on trying occasions as the ‘bravest of the 
brave.”’ (See Lee’s Memoirs, p. 224, 355 and 
at other places.) Hestormed and carried Fort 
Galpin, aided materially in the capture of 
Angusta, at which place Lee speaks of ‘‘Ru- 
dolpb with bis accustomed gallantry.’’ Soon 
after, with a plantation boat, himself and 
crew, disguised as negroes going to market, in 
the night he boarded and captured a British 
galley laying in Ashley river 
and captured and burned her 
She was armed with twelve guns be- 
sides swivels and had acrew ot forty.two 
men, The captain and twenty-eight of the 
crew were brought away prisouers together 
with valuable supplies found on board. In 
fine, he seems to have been selected by Colo- 
nel Lee on all occasions where carnage and 
desperate daring was necessary. 

At the end of the revolution Rudolph mar- 
ried and settled in or near Baltimore, Md. 
A year or two afterwards he was commis- 
sioned by !J’resident Washington, a field 
ufticer in some forces that were being raised 
at Pittsburg under General Wayne. He re. 
paired to Pittsburg, but as the forces being 
raised were not called into actual service he 
turned his course homeward. When but one 
day’s ride from home he met a friend from 
whom he learned sad tidings of his 
wife’s infidelity, upon which 
he turned§ away and was never after seen 
or known in his Maryland home. 

A short time afterwarda Radolph turned 
upin Savannah, Ga., as commander ofa 
vessel engaged in the East Indiatrade. He 
was here a marked character and bold adven- 
turer, and was at times suspected of bucca- 
neering propensities. He was from peculiar 
traits kngwn to all classes. About the begin- 
ning of t French revolution, Savannah’s 
trading captain disappeared, and was never 
after known in that port, 

RUDOLPH BECOMES A FRENCHMAN: 
He had cressed the Atiantic and made 
France the land of his adoption, assuming 
the name of Michael Ney. Here he passed 
several years in obscurity. In 1796 Bonaparte 
began his victorious career at Monte Natho. 
followed by the series of brilliant victories 
whichina few weeks changed the face of 
Italy and electrified Europe. Ney was at 
this time a rising subaltern in the army of 
Itaiy. History tells us he was hated and 
despised® by the French  soldiery, 
wi.o cussed him asa foreigner and a ‘“vankee™ 
buccanier.’ Nevertheless all Paris resound- 
ed with Ney’s deeds of valor, and he was 
there free y spoken of as the rising American 
oficer About this veridd the United 8 
government senta joint commission to France 
One ot these commissioners was a Georgian 
(we believe Co:onel Cummings) another a 
South Carolinian(we think General Pinck- 
ney.) The Rudolph, of Savan-: 
nah, was known to both of 
these gentiemen, and upon asking descrip- 
lions of the then Colonel Ney they were 
positively sure he was no other than Rudolph, 
and so reportedjon heir retura tothisc: untry. 
Ine marked characteristics of Ney’s were 
essentially different from those of the other 
great Freneh marshals. He bad none of the 
fiery vivacity and impetuosity of Murat. 
Lannes, Junot, Dessaix and others of that 
school. His courage’ was essentially 
“English bulldog  coursege’’, and the 
model soldier of this school he followed |

heavy iianiry iy impenetrable barrier of 
defense ora solid avalanche of steel on a 
thousand battletields from Montenothe to 
the covering of the retreat of the grand army 
from Mo;cow, and last, when he led the 
Guards toannihilation at Waterloo Napoleon 
sent to Elba Ney remained a 
marshal of France under the 
restored bourbons On Napoleon’s 
return Ney commanding a French corps was 
ordered to meet and arrest his progress to- 
wards Paris. This could not be doue with 
French bayonets and Ney’s entire command 
laying down their arms at Napoleon’s ap- 
proach he went with them and into the ser- 
vice of his cold leader, Waterloo over,Ney was 
courtmartialed and history says shot. There 
Is many a slip and this execution was perhaps 
alla sham. 

Before the court which condemned .bim 
‘‘he begged the court to conside: that he was 
of foreign birth, unacquainted with the laws 
and usages of France,’’ (see Scott’s History 
of Napo!eon) Ney married after he became 
marshal of the empire a most estimable iady, 
by whom he leftafamily. For a full ac- 
count of Madame Ney see Memoirs of 
Madame Junot. 

MICHAEL NEY DIES IN NORTH CAROLINA. 

In 1816 or 17, a Freuchman appeared near 
Charlotte, North Carolina, who called him- 
self Michael Ney. He made his living by 
teaching school in a wealihy neighborhood. 
ite made no claim to be the Marshal Ney of 
the empire. He was well informed and 
familiar with Fret ch history. 
Occasionally he drank to access and on sucn 
occasions ne dropped hints of some great 
evil that would likely tramspire soon in 
France. He was known to Have in his pos- 
Session & minature likeness of the king of 
Rome, son of Napoleon by Maria Louise 
and a sealed package of papers guarded with 
jealous care. When the death of the king of 
Rome was known to him, he at once resorted 
to drink and was known to burn the package 
of papers he had se loug preserved, to shed 
tears freely and was heard tosay that “all 
was over and all hope lost.” A few years 
after this man died much respected by the 
people of the surrounding country. and his 
grave may yet be seen, and we believe there 
are yet to be found several gentlemen in 
North Carolina who were pupils in Michael 
Ney’s scheol. Why did Ney. the school- 
teacher, conceal his identity? To have 
openly avowed it would, we answer, have 
compromised those who had abetted and 
aided his escape when condemned after 
Waterloo.
